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Weiser,  Josef  -  Munich 

TRUE  AT  HEART. 

Josef  Weiser  was  born  at  Patschkau,  Silesia,  May  io,  1847. 
He  is  a  noted  genre  painter  and  was  a  pupil  of  the  Munich 
Academy  under  Wilhelm  Diez.  He  paints  in  striking  humor 
and  keen  satire.  He  has  painted  many  great  military  pieces 
but  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  style  for  he  possesses 
a  very  versatile  brush  and  imagination.  A  number  of  his 
canvasses  are  now  hung  in  the  famous  gallery  at  Dresden. 

The  story  of  True  at  Pleart  is  as  follows:  A  young  lady, 
daughter  of  a  retired  General,  was  in  love  with  a  handsome 
young  merchant,  whose  business  called  him  to  India,  to  remain 
for  some  time.  Her  stepmother,  ambitious  and  haughty 
woman,  being  opposed  to  her  lover,  wished  her  to  marry  a 
favored  friend  of  the  family,  an  elderly  official  of  high  posi¬ 
tion  at  court.  By  conspiring,  intriguing,  crossing  all  com¬ 
munication,  and  falsely  reporting  him  as  lost,  she  finally  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  obtaining  the  reluctant  consent  of  the  deceived  and 
broken-hearted  child. 

All  arrangements  for  the  wedding  were  completed.  Mean¬ 
while  the  young  man  was  informed  of  these  matters,  through 
a  mutual  friend.  Not  doubting  his  beloved  for  a  moment, 
and  convinced  in  his  heart  that  she  would  not  voluntarily 
be  otherwise  than  faithful  and  true  to  him  he  hastens  home 
and  arrives  in  the  church,  just  when  she  is  to  answer  that  ever 
serious  question,  “For  better  or  for  worse.”  At  that  moment 
her  name  loudly  called  breaks  in  upon  the  solemnity  of  the 
ceremony !  She  recognizes  the  voice,  her  blood  runs  cold, 
and  with  a  shriek  she  turns  !  Forgetting  the  priest,  the  groom, 
the  horror-stricken  people,  in  fact  all  around  her,  she  flies 
down  the  altar  steps,  and  in  a  moment  embraces  and  is  being 
embraced  by  him  who  owns  her  heart,  her  love — the  divine 
and  only  right  of  a  betrothal. 
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LftchTon,  Sir  Frederick  -  London 

PERSEUS  AND  ANDROMEDA. 

Born  at  Scarborough,  Eng.,  1830.  In  his  fifteenth  year  he 
became  a  student  of  the  Royal  Academy,  Berlin,  studying  the 
following  years  at  Florence,  Frankfort-am-Maine,  Brussels 
and  Paris,  and  again  at  Frankfort,  where  he  worked  under 
Steinle.  He  resided  several  seasons  in  Rome,  where  he 
painted  his  picture  “Cimabue’s  Madonna  Carried  Through 
Florence.”  It  was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy’s  exhi 
bition,  London,  in  1855,  when  Leighton  was  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  and  was  bought  by  Queen  Victoria.  He  died  in  1896, 
a  few  days  after  a  peerage  was  conferred  upon  him.  Pie  was 
knighted  in  1878,  and  created  a  baronet  in  1886.  He  held 
Honorary  Degrees  at  the  Universities  of  Oxford,  Dublin, 
Edinburgh  and  Durham ;  was  an  associate  of  the  Institute 
of  France,  a  Commander  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  and  of  the 
Order  of  Leopold.  He  was  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral. 

His  famous  painting  in  this  collection  has  been  a  feature 
of  many  great  European  exhibitions  and  from  Toledo  it  will 
go  to  the  World’s  Fair  at  St.  Louis.  The  story  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

After  Perseus  had  slain  Medusa  and  cut  off  her  evil  head 
he  hastened  back  to  Seriphus  having  many  adventures  on 
the  way.  Passing  over  Aethiopia  he  found  Andromeda  chain¬ 
ed  to  a  rock  on  the  shore  as  a  victim  to  a  great  sea-monster. 
Her  mother’s  beauty  had  given  offense  to  Poseidon  who 
visited  the  country  with  a  flood  and  sent  the  monster  to 
destroy  men  and  cattle.  Her  father  was  told  that  the  evil 
would  not  abate  until  he  exposed  his  beautiful  daughter  An¬ 
dromeda  to  the  monster.  His  subjects  required  the  unhappy 
father  to  fulfill  all  the  conditions  of  the  oracle.  When  Perseus 
saw  her  he  was  so  struck  with  her  beauty  that  he  undertook 
at  once  to  save  her  on  the  condition  that  she  should  become 
his  wife.  With  the  aid  of  the  Medusa  head  he  successfully 
slew  the  monster  and  carried  off  his  bride  in  triumph. 
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Bonheur,  Rosalie  (Rosa)  Marie  -  Paris 
DEER  FAMILY  IN  THE  MORNING  MIST. 

Bonheur,  Rosalie  (Rosa)  Marie.  Born  in  Bordeaux,  France, 
1S28;  died  by  Thomery,  France,  1899.  Daughter  and  pupil  of 
Raymond  Bonheur.  The  most  distinguished  of  ner  sex  in 
the  history  of  art  can  look  back  to  her  youth  of  trial  and 
struggle  over  a  life  rich  in  all  the  rewards  that  perseverance 
can  conquer  for  genius.  Born  of  an  artistic  family  in  1828, 
at  Bordeaux,  Rosa  Bonheur’s  entry  into  art  was  attended  by 
a  bitter  poverty  that  sometimes  threatened  to  end  in  despera¬ 
tion.  Her  father,  a  worthy  and  industrious,  but  unfortu¬ 
nate,  artist,  brought  her  to  Paris  in  1830,  after  the  death  of 
her  mother,  and  narrow  as  his  means  were,  put  her  to  school. 
She  had  acquired  some  skill  in  drawing  from  imitating  her 
father  at  his  work  so  he  set  her  to  copying  pictures  in  the 
Louvre.  From  the  start  she  gained  a  little  money  by  the 
sale  of  her  copies,  and  of  little  studies  and  pictures  painted 
at  home,  and  after  assuring  herself  that  she  might  hope 
for  patronage,  she  turned  her  attention  largely  to  the 
painting  of  animals,  of  which  she  was  very  fond.  Her  first 
original  pictures  were  exhibited  at  Bordeaux  in  1841.  In  1849 
she  was  made  director  of  the  Paris  Free  School  of  Design 
for  Young  Girls,  and  in  1853  she  crowned  her  fame  with  the 
“Horse  Fair,”  now  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 
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BouguEREair,  Wm.  -  Paris 

INNOCENCE. 

One  day  in  1842  or  so,  there  was  a  veritable  riot  among  the 
students  of  the  Alaux  Art  School  at  Bordeaux.  It  was  occas¬ 
ioned  by  the  award  of  the  prize  of  the  year  to  a  young  shop¬ 
keeper’s  clerk,  from  La  Rochelle,  who  was  taking  daily  draw¬ 
ing  lessons  of  two  hours  each,  which  his  employer  allowed 
him  to  abstract  from  business.  The  young  bohemians  had 
such  a  contempt  for  the  young  shopman  that  they  resented 
with  violence  the  fact  that  he  should  win  the  honor  of  the 
school  above  their  heads.  But  Bouguereau  received  the  prize 
in  spite  of  their  protests,  and  it  decided  his  career.  He  de¬ 
termined  to  become  an  artist.  His  family  objected.  He  per¬ 
sisted,  threw  up  his  employment  at  the  shop  and  went,  penni¬ 
less,  to  live  with  his  uncle,  who  was  a  priest  at  Saintonge, 
and  to  paint  portraits  of  the  townspeople  for  a  few  francs 
each.  Out  of  his  earnings  he  contrived  to  save  900  francs, 
or.  which  capital  he  proceeded  to  Paris,  entered  the  studio 
of  Picot,  and  secured  admission  to  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts 
in  1843,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  He  lived  by  incredible 
shifts,  finally  receiving  some  small  assistance  from  his  family, 
until,  in  1850,  he  won  the  Prix  de  Rome.  For  four  years  he 
was  a  pensioner  and  student  in  that  city,  and  he  returned  to 
Paris  an  artist  competent  to  the  execution  of  great  works. 
Public  commissions  and  private  patronage  soon  laid  the 
foundation  of  his  fortune.  He  became  a  Member  of  the 
Legion  in  1859,  and  an  Officer  in  1876,  during  which  year  he 
was  also  elected  a  Member  of  the  Institute — of  which  he  has 
since  been  President.  He  has  received  the  Medal  of  Honor 
twice — in  1878  and  in  1885 — and  is  decorated  with  numberless 
foreign  orders. 
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Zeim  Felix  -----  Paris 

VENICE. 

What  Guardi  was  to  architectural  Venice,  Ziem  has  been  to 
her  canals  and  their  prospects  of  palace  and  of  park.  In  the 
earlier  stages  of  his  career  he  painted  many  fine  pictures  of 
French,  Dutch  and  Turkish  scenery  but  it  was  when  he  com¬ 
menced  to  develop  the  mine  of  material  in  the  Queen  of  the 
Adriatic  that  he  struck  the  keynote  of  his  vocation.  A  native 
of  Beaune  in  the  Cote  d’Or,  he  was  graduated  out  of  the  art 
school  of  Dijon,  and  began  his  productiveness  by  records  of 
his  wanderings  in  Southern  France.  He  received  his  first 
Salon  Medal  in  1851,  for  a  picture  of  Dutch  scenery,  and  was 
admitted  into  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  1857  for  his  views  of  the 
Golden  Horn  at  Constantinople,  and  the  Place  of  St.  Mark 
at  Venice.  He  has  been  an  Officer  of  the  Legion  since  1878. 
Plis  color,  which  is  the  strongest  feature  of  his  art,  has  the 
grand  and  mellow  splendor  of  the  greatest  period  of  ancient 
art.

THE  CAVALIER. 

When  at  the  Salon  of  1866  the  “Jester  of  Henry  III”  won 
for  its  painter  his  first  medal,  France  hailed  in  Roybet  a  new 
master.  Roybet  painted  with  a  naturalistic  power,  yet  also 
with  a  pictorial  sympathy  which  did  not  conform  to  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  realist  that  anything  that  could  be  painted  was 
good  enough  to  paint.  He  required  that  his  subject  should  be 
as  attractive  as  its  rendition  was  correct.  The  painter  is  a 
native  of  Uzes  and  was  born  in  1840.  He  began  the  study  of 
art  at  Lyons  and  arrived  in  Paris  only  a  short  time  before  he 
made  his  debut  in  the  Salon  and  his  great  reputation.  A  recent 
exhibition  of  his  collected  works  in  Paris  was  the  occasion  of 
an  enthusiasm  rarely  aroused  by  the  work  of  any  one  man.

THE  LESSON. 

Sixty  years  ago  there  entered  the  studio  of  Gabriel  Guerin, 
at  Strasbourg,  a  rustic-looking  young  Alsatian  named  Henner. 
He  had  been  born  in  Bernweler  in  1829,  and  had  already  de¬ 
veloped  a  marked  gift  for  drawing.  After  some  seasons  under 
Guerin,  which  witnessed  in  him  a  rapid  improvement,  he  went 
to  Paris,  where  he  entered  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts,  and  be¬ 
came  a  pupil  of  Picot  and  Drolling.  In  1S58  he  succeeded  in 
winning  the  Prix  de  Rome,  which  gave  him  five  years  of  study 
in  Italy,  following  which  he  visited  and  painted  in  Dresden, 
and  traveled  extensively  in  Holland.  Commencing  as  an  his¬ 
torical  and  portrait  painter,  he  eventually  settled  down  to  the 
practice  of  the  loftier  and  more  refined  form  of  naturalism, 
the  idealization  of  human  poetry  into  the  poetry  of  art.  No 
painter  since  Titian  and  Correggio  had  succeeded  in  securing 
in  the  rendition  of  the  nude  such  charm  of  color  and  purity  of 
expression,  and  he  was  not  long  in  creating  a  unique  place  for 
himself  in  his  art.  His  “Susannah,”  in  1864,  carried  the  day 
for  him  in  Paris,  and  was  purchased  for  the  Luxembourg  Gal¬ 
lery,  of  which  it  is  one  of  the  masterpieces.

ON  THE  MAAS,  DORDRECHT. 

Born  in  Bruges  in  1819.  Celebrated  Belgian  painter  of  ma¬ 
rines.  Pupil  in  Paris  of  Gudin.  Famous  for  his  marvelous 
paintings  of  Dutch  shipping.  His  works  are  treasures  of  the 
National  Gallery  in  London  and  the  other  great  galleries  of 
Europe.  Medals  of  E.  U.}  Paris,  1867  and  1878.  Chev. 
Legion  d’Honneur  1875 ;  Officier  1881.
